Two men and a woman, ar- 
rested by Secret Service agents 
yesterday in a backwoods. cabin 
near De Soto, Mo., were arraigned 
here today on charges of passing 
counterfeit $10 bills in 23 states. 
The Secret Service said $12,000 
was obtained by passing the bogus 
bills. 

Taken into custody after a long 

under-cover investigation by the 
federal agents, the men were 
booked as Melvin G. Parsons, 57 
years old, of Crystal City, Mo., 
and Louis Elmer Shew, 41, of 
DeSoto. Shew’s wife also was 
arrested and charged with coun- 
terfeiting. 
In a tree beside the cabin, 
about 50 miles south of St. Louis, 
the Secret Service recovered 25 
counterfeit $10 bills which had 
been placed in a can. Forty 
plates, used for printing the bogus 
bills also were found. 

The plates were hidden near 
the cabin. Some were buried in 
the ground and others were in a 

A few were stuck in 


A search is under way for 
another 40 counterfeit printing 
plates, said to have been buried 
in California, in a ravine three 
miles from tHe ocean. 

First break in the effort to 
crack the counterfeit ring oc-

subversive aliens in the’ United 
States. . 

The measure, sponsored by 
Chairman Pat McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, was approved without 
debate, It. goes to the House for 
further consideration. 

The legislation—one of the 
strictest immigrtion bills ever 
proposed—would: 

l. Permit the United States 
to eject second-string diplomats 
found to be propagandizing sub- 
versive doctrines or engaged in 
espionage activities. 

2. Permit the United States 
to suspend the immigration 
quotas of countries who refuse 
to take back their nationals 
when ordered deported from 
this country. 

3. Tighten up the regula- 
tions which refuse admission 
into the United States to aliens 
who are or have been Commu- 
nists or followers of other to- 
talitarian philosophies. 

Death for Spies in Peace. 

The Senate passed the alien 
control measure only a few hours 
after it approved—also without 
dissent—a bill making espionage 
for a foreign power punishable 
by up. to 30 years’ imprisonment 
or death, in time of peace. 

The bill, which now goes to the 
House, was introduced by Sena- 
tor Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi. 

Peacetime espionage now is 
punishable only by up to 20 years 
in prison. The Eastland bill 
would raise the maximum to 30 
years or death—the present war- 
time penalty. 

The severe penalties would be 
applicable for two years dating 
from the time the bill is enacted 
into law.

Meanwhile, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder said at a press 
conference that a comprehensive 
tax plan will be sent to Congress 
in January and “it will certainly 
include some type of tax to pre- 
vent undue war profits.” 

Snyder said he had no personal 
knowledge of any immediate plan 
to submit an excess profits tax, 
but that the President has made 
it known he will move at the 
proper time to prevent undue war 
profits. 

In suggesting his pay-as-you-go 
plan, Taft emphasized that not 
nearly all the increased tax col- 
lections would be by boosting 
rates. He said a large part of the 
increase will come from a broad 
expansion of the economy in the 
rearmament program. 

Taft's tax views were set out in 
his weekly “Washington Report,” 
prepared for his Ohio constitu- 
ents. He did not make specific 
suggestions on how taxes should 
be adjusted. 

Charity Trust Tax Rejected. 
The Senate Finance Committee 
rejected a House-approved plan 
for taxing undistributed invest- 
ment income of charitable trusts 
and some other tax-exempt organ- 
izations. It decided instead to re- 
quire full publicity on the oper- 
ations of such organizations. 

The tax was voted by the House 
when its Ways and Means Com- 
mittee reported it found some 
charitable and similar trusts were 
using their income tax exemptions 
to accumulate large funds from 
investments, without distributing 
any substantial portion to the 
charity or other purpose for which 
they were created. 

The Senate committee threw 
out the provision, a staff spokes- 
man said, because some Senators 
feared it might hurt many trusts 
and similar organizations that are 
operating properly. 

The committee replaced it with 
a provision requiring such organ- 
izations to give full publicity to 
their receipts, disbursements and 
accumulations. The Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue would draw up 
regulations on the publicity re- 
quirements.

|CONGRESS GROUP BACKS AEC 
HEAD IN ROW WITH MANAGER 


Members Say ‘Resignation of Wilson Means 
New Start on Program—-Express Con- 
fidence in Dean. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
The Senate-House Atomic Com- 
mittee gave solid backipg today 


to Chairman Gordon Dear in what 
appears to be a policy shake-up 
within the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

A round-robin signed by the 
nine Senators and nine Represen- 
tatives on the committee expressed 
confidence in Dean after Carroll 
L.. Wilson quit as AEC general 
manager sin a dispute with the 
commission chairman. 

Wilson, whose resignation was 
actepted by President Truman, 
charged in a statement yesterday 
that Dean and the commission 
were taking over control of the 
atomic program from the general 
manager. 

He said this was likely to result 
in “a cumbersome, slow-moving 
administrative machine which is 
incapable of giving the country 
the kind of direction needed to 
maintain and’increase our: leader- 
ship in the atomic field.” 

Dean told a reporter he had 
seen Wilson’s statement, and added 
that, “While I’m sorely tempted 
to, I don’t care to comment on it.” 

“Realistic Program.” 

Senate-House committee mem- 
bers left no doubt they are back 
of Dean in taking a strong hand 
to bring about what Senator Hick- 
enlooper (Rep.), Iowa, one of the 
group, called “a more realistic 
program.” 

Chairman McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, of the Senate-House 
group, a former law partner of 
Dean, circulated the round-robin 
which he said all 18 members 
signed. 

It made no direct reference to 
Wilson and his charges, but Sena- 
tor Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, seemed to be speaking 
for some of.his other eommittee 
colleagues whén he said he was 
glad to see Wilson replaced. 

President Truman named Car- 
leton Shugg, Wilson’s former as- 
sistant, as acting manager, effec- 
tive Aug. 15. Johnson said he 
hopes the appointment is made 
permanent. 

Calls Wilson, “Flop in Job.” 

Observing that he never could 
see that Wilson “had what it took 
to be general manager,” Johnson 
said that “in my opinion he was 
a complete flop in the job and 
already had been there too long.” 

Wilson assumed the $15,000-a- 
year general managership at the 


-the committee since he took over 


end of 1946 when the orginal 
commission under former Chair- 
man David E. Lilienthal took over 
the atomic program from the 
Army’s Manhattan District which 
built the atomic bomb, He was 
36 years old then. 

Hickenlooper said Wilson’s re- 
placement “marks another mile- 
stone in the revamping of our 
atomic energy program.” He 
charged Lilienthal last year with 
“incredible mismanagement” of 
the commission’s affairs—an ac- 
cusation the committee majority 
said, after hearings, was not sup- 
ported by the facts. 

Linking Wilson with Lilienthal, 
Hickenlooper said: 

“TI feel that Mr. Wilson's resig- 
nation and that. of Mr. Lilienthal 
last fail mark a definite change 
for a more realistic program. The 
job is not finished but a good 
start has been made.” 

(The United Press said it had 
learned from members of Con- 
gress that the fight involved Wil- 
son’s close ties with Lilienthal, 
and that the commission plans to 
install “its own men” in key posi- 
tions.) 

It has not been much of a 
secret in Congress that Wilson 
has not got along well with Sen- 
ate-House committee members. 
However, under the law his job 
was continuous and did not re- 
quire new Senate confirmation at 
the expiration of a term in office, 
as do those of commissioners. 

Favorable Impression. 

Dean, on the other hand, has 

made a favorable impression on 


the chairmanship from Sumner 
Pike, Republican who was acting 
AEC head after Lilienthal left 
the post. 

Wilson apparently questioned 
Dean’s experience and under- 
standing of AEC administrative 
problems. 

However, committee members 
said the chairman has answered 
most of their questions about de- 
tailed operations of the AEC at 
recent closed hearings, without 
much help from his staff. 

One Democratic member said 
Dean appeared to hawe “put more 
push” into the commission’s pro- 
gram than had been there before. 

Wilson, an engineer and scien- 
tist, first came to the Government 
from Massachusetts Institute of

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
The Navy now has authority to 
build this country’s first atomic- 
powered submarine. 

Also, Representative Robeson 
(Dem.), Virginia, told a reporter 
that he believes work will be 
resumed soon on the 65,000-ton 


supercarrier United States. 

Word came out of a special 
House Armed Services “expedit 
ing” subcommittee, too, that over- 
time work or extra shifts may be 
ordered to rush completion of the 
nation’s $85,000,000 radar warning 
system. 

Authority for the atomic sub- 
marine was included in a $350,- 
000,000 Navy shipbuilding bill 
signed yesterday by President 
Truman. 

The act also authorizes the 
building of radically new small 
combat craft, some of them for 
underwater operations, as well as 
the conversio:. of a cruiser into 
a guided missile vessel. All told 
the bill calls for construction, 
modernization or conversion of 
112 vessels of different types. 

The objective is to strengthen 
the Navy’s anti-submarine strik- 
ing power, and improve protec- 
tion of harbors and coastline. 

Robeson did not elaborate on 
his statement that he expects 
work to be resumed at, Newport 
News, Va., on the United States. 
However, the big ship for which 
Congress authorized $189,000,000, 
has been cited in naval circles as 
a potentially valuable arm for de- 
fensive against possible subma- 
rine attacks on American ship-

Work on the carrier, still in 
the keel-laying stage, wes halted 
more than a year ago on orders 
of Secretary of Defense Johnson. 
Johnson said his order was made 
for economy reasons.

Another char- 
acteristic is that they not only 
have gills but also a separate air 
bladder which permits them to 
live for hours out of water. Prob- 
ably when gars first appeared on 
this earth, the waters in which 
they lived were muddy bogs and 
swamps which had lost all free 
oXygen. Because of these condi- 


tions most of the prehistoric | 
fishes were equipped with these | 


auxiliary breathing organs. This 
is still true of the gar. Its air 
bladder is so constructed that it 
can be used as a lung, permitting 
the gar to survive in muddy or 
highly polluted water in which 
bass, jack salmon and bluegill 
would immediately perish. Fish- 
ermen often see a huge fish 
breaking water and fondly hope 
it is a bass or some other game 
fish, but it usually turns out to 


be a gar taking a gulp of fresh | 


air before submerging again. 

Four Species in Family. . 
There are four species of the 
gar family. These are the alli- 
gator, spotted, short-nosed and 
long-nosed. The alligator gar is 
seldom seen in Missouri except

The gars 
which inhabit the Ozark streams 
sand lakes are the long-nosed 
specie. They seldom weigh more 
than 10 pounds but, like the alli- 
gator gar, are ravenous predators 
‘and still eat their weight in 
“gmalier fish in a short time. 
Those who hold to the theory 
"of the balance of nature claim 
~ certain benefits are derived from 
the gar population. They claim 
that poor fishing can be partially 
~attributed to the fact that blue- 
gill, crappie, bullheads, and sun- 
‘fish are so prolific that they 
goon overpopulate their respective 
bodies of water and a stunted 
fish population is the result. So, 
they reason, gars eat fish and 
thereby. keep down their numbers, | 
thus helping the anglers to catch 
larger fish. This theory works 
nicely on white paper, but the gar 
is a prolific spawner, laying tens 
of thousands of eggs; it is armor 
clad and next to impossible to 
‘4mpale on a hook, due to its 
horny mouth. Let’s let the theor- 
ist stock stock his pond with gars 
and put bass and bluegill in ours. 
Often Gigged at Night. 

Gars are often gigged at night 
by the fishermen who float the 
Ozark streams. A bright shielded 
light is placed on the prow of the 
boat, as the gars sleep almost on 
the surface of the water. Even so, 
it takes sharp tines and a mighty 
arm to pierce their skin which 
compares favorably with a rhino’s 
in toughness. 

If you really crave excitement, 
buy a spool of No. 30 hair wire 
and sally forth to the nearest 
known gar hole. Cut off enough 
wire to ma a loop about six 
inches in diameter and make a 
small eye on one end of the wire. 
Next, thread a dead minnow, from 
mouth to tail, on the wire and run 
one end of the wire through the 
small eye. Now, tie this tightly 
to a heavy test line attached to a 
long bamboo pole. Dangle the 
minnow in front of a floating gar- 
and, as he opens his long bill to 

- take the minnow, jerk the noose 
taut. It will catch and hold tight- 
ly on the sharp teeth of the up- 
per jaw and you will have latched 
on to the dang’dest fight you ever 
started in your entire career. 

After you have successfully 

landed him, take a sharp hatchet 
‘and cut him into small bits to 
make sure he. is “real dead.” Only 
then can you be positive that he 
will eat no more fish. Maybe, on 
second thought, you had befter 
burn the pieces!

The purpose of the religious 
education courses, according to 
the college catalogue, “is to help 
ministerial students and others 
to become more effective 
preachers and Sunday school 
teachers.” 

Thompson pointed out thatthe 
various state teachers’ colleges 
(some of which have deleted 
“teacher” from their names) are 
“creatures of legislative enact- 
ment and, as such, have been and 
are maintained and operated im 
a large measure with the use of 
public funds derived from taxa- 
tion and made available by ap- 
propriations from the state.” 

McCollum Case Precedent. 

His ruling that the courses were 
illegal was based largely on the 
1948 decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Mc- 
Collum case, holding that public

ized to aid religious groups in 
giving religious instruction. 

That case was instituted in 1944 
in Champaign, IIl., by Mrs. Vashti 
McCollum, wife of a professor at 
the University of Illinois, against 
the local board of education, to 
prohibit the teaching of religion 
, : 4 in “released time” during public 
fee school hours. 

In that case the United States 
Supreme Court held the relig- 
ious classes involved use of the 
tax-established and tax-supported 
public school system to aid re- 
ligious groups to. spread their 
faith, and fell squarely under 
the bar of*the First Amendment 
of the Federal Constitution.

bination of, Europe's defense 
tential against the threat of a Se- 
viet attack. By doing so they ig- 
nored a council statute placing 
national defense matters outside 
the scope of the assembly, which 
is an unofficial international par- 
liament. 
Churchill Speech Tomorrow. 
Reliable sources have predicted 
that conservative party leader 
Winston Churchill, when he speaks 
to the assembly tomorrow, will 
propose the Germans be armed 
to help in western Europe's de- 
fense. Churchill's followers said | 
i 
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he would make a speech of world 
importance. 


Boothby asserted that unless | 
Germany is brought within this 
defense framework, the Western 
nations are not defensible.- He 
said, “If Germany comes in, then 
she will have to make her full 
contribution to our joint defense 
on the same terms as everyone 
else.” H= did not elaborate wheth- 
er he meant a Germany army, or 
only German contingents in a 
European force. ed 


Paul Reynaud, former Frenc 
premier, called for a superwar 
minister, with power to weld a 
unified European army, and 
named Churchill as the man for 
the job. Reynaud told the as- 
sembly that a single European de- 
fense minister was needed at 
once, because another. world war 
could start tomorrow. 


Frenchman Urges Big Army. 


At yesterday’s session, Andre 
Philip, a French Socialist leader, 
ealled for setting up a massive 
West European army. He said 
the Communist attack on southern 
Korea may be followed by an 
attack on western Europe, “per- 
haps in the next few months, or 
even weeks.” 

Maurice Edelman, a British La- 
borite, said western Europe should 
go on a virtual war footing in 
mobilizing all its military and 
economic resources. He asserted, 

| “We must produce not guns or 
butter, but guns-and butter.” 

Britain’s Labor party called on 
western Europe today to unite in 
a full employment program aimed 
at checking Communism among 
workers. A Laborite resolution, 
prepared for the Assembly, said 
“it is the duty of all governments 
associated with the council to 
take necessary measures to insure 
full employment, ... a neces- 
sary prerequisite of the mainte- 
nance and smooth working of a 
healthy international system.”

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HE nation’s leaders have got over their fear of telling the | 
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public what might happen if atomic destruetion fell on American | 
cities. By now almost everything known on atomic bombing 


has been officially revealed. But 
telling the public the full cost of 
such a catastrophe. : 


This is because the projected 

_eosts enter into the realm of the 
politically unmentionable. They 
envision the outlay of billions of 
dollars in advance of the emer-. 
gency and they may ultimately 
_ involve powers appreciably cur- 

‘tailing personal liberty in this 
country. 

For example, Washington’s civil 
defense experts figure, on the 
basis of the Hiroshima- casualties, 
that not less than 200 carloads of 
medical supplies would be needed 
to treat every 80,000 casualties 
in an atomic attack. 

Millions of Casualties Possible. 

If an enemy, in a full-scale as- 
sault, laid down a pattern of 
atomic bombs over a number of 
American cities at the same time, 
the casualties might run into the 
millions. 

The only possible way to as- 
sure adequate medical supplies for 
cisaster of this magnitude would 
be to stockpile the supplies in 
advance. 


To stockpile them in advance 
would mean the building of enor- 
mous warehouse depots—acres In 
extent—with railroad sidings, air 
strips, access to arterial high- 
ways, and special interior condi- 
tioning to preserve unstable medi- 
cines and chemicals. Such depots 
would have to be placed in many 
regions around the country, and 
in places far removed from the 
target areas. They would have 
to be stocked in quantities that 
would strain the entire medical 
supplies . industry.

HE minor Soviet satellite 
state of Bulgaria ‘is about as 
strong in ground forces as the 
United States, according to the 
most recent and most reliable in- 
telligence estimates. This wholly 
unamusing commentary on the 
extent of American disarmament 
suggests one reason why Yugo- 
slavia is now moving up towards 
first place, in the official specu- 
lation on where the Kremlin is 
most likely to strike next. 


An attack on Yugoslavia by the 
satellite Bulgarian, Hungarian 
and Romanian armies has been 
considered on balance unlikely 
simply becauss it has been gener- 
ally assumed that Marshal Tito’s 
tough troops could rather easily 
deal with, such an attack. Since 
Korea set the pattern, however, 
the military experts have been 
having a good hard look at this 
complacent assumption. And what 
they have found is anything but 
reassuring.

American soldiers first held the 
North Korean troops in complete 
contempt as a jokester army.

Police State Pattern 

A police state bill, the like of which has 
never before advanced so far in Congress, has 
been approved by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, with only Senator Morse, Oregon 
Republican, opposed. This is the proposal to 
give heads of the Defense, State and other key 
federal departments “absolute discretion” to dis- 
charge workers they consider to be poor se- 
curity risks. 

Can it be that the Senate as a whole will 
give no more thought to this dangerous and un- 
necessary bill than was given to it, first by the 
House, and now by the Senate Committee? 

If this bill is to become law there should be 
some showing that it is needed. If it can be 
justified at all, it will have to be shown that 
President Truman's program for testing the 
loyalty of federal employes has been a failure. 
Has the President's system, with its series of 
loyalty boards, headed by Seth Richardson, 
failed to give ample protection? 

Mr. Richardson's own record ought to answer. 
First of all, he is a lifelong Republican. Nearly 
30 years ago he was appointed United States 
\District Attorney for North Dakota by President 
Harding. He was reappointed by President 
Coolidge. President Hoover promoted him to 
Assistant Attorney General and he served as a 
Department of Justice division head under Wil- 
liam D. Mitchell. Later President Hoover dem- 
onstrated his high regard for Mr. Richardson by 
nominating him for Judge of the Federal Court 
of Appeals. 

It is fantastic to think that a man with a 
background so stanchly Republican would not be 
on the alert to ferret out every case of disloyalty. 

The record shows that in the last three years, 
7709 federal employes were investigated because 
of questioned loyalty. Of these, 202 were dis- 
missed because the charges were upheld. 

Yet here is this bill, presumably dismissing 
all Mr. Richardson’s work as a failure, well on 
its way to passage. The very least it should 
contain is an appeal procedure through the Civil 
Service Commission or the present loyalty board 
system. It should not grant summary police 
state powers to any department head. Senator 
Morse could not have been on sounder ground 
than he was in his opposition at that point. 

Indeed, the well-nigh hysterical frame of mind 
of the committee is worse than the favorable 
vote on this bill discloses. The committee di- 
vided 5-to-5 on a proposal by Senator Hunt, 
Wyoming Democrat, to give this all-out dismis- 
sal power to all department heads in charge of 
the 2,000,000 Government employes, key agen- 
cies or not. The tie vote defeated the Hunt 
proposal, but the support of one absent Senator 
would have put it over. 

If we take over the ways of dictatorships, we 
are whipped from the inside before we begin 
to defend democracy against its enemies on the 
outside. Surely, we are not going to make a 
mockery of our heroic efforts in Korea by adopt- 
ing the star chamber methods of Moscow! 

Wiser counsels surely will prevail in the Sen- 
ate if this bill comes to a vote. And if it passes 
the Senate, a veto will be indicated 100 times 
more clearly than were those well-placed ones 
of Mr. Truman on the ill-advised natural gas 
grab and basing point bills.

Murder on Parole 

What does the Missouri Board of Probation 
and Parole have to say in defense of its paroling 
of William Harris? The three men who form 
the board exercise a heavy responsibility. They 
were O. J. Creach, Eugene W. Couey and J. O. 
Dotson. At the time of Harris’ parole, Dotson 
occupied the place on the board now occupied by 
John D. Fels. Theirs was the decision that turned 
Harris loose after he had served part of his term 
in the Missouri State Penitentiary for burglary 
and larceny. 

What justification did the Parole Board have 
for considering it safe to return Harris to so- 
ciety? A case study of the board’s deliberations 
would be helpful, for the bloody story of William 
Harris repeats bloody stories that are being 
written in communities in Missouri with startling 
frequency. I¢ parole functioning reasonably 
well in this state, or does it need energetic 
study and improvement? 

William Harris is today’s Exhibit A that the 
administration of parole in Missouri could stand 
some improvement. 

Here ig a man who has been getting into 
serious trouble with the law for 22 years. He 
was sentenced to the penitentiary in 1928 for 
exactly the same offenses as those he was serv- 
ing time for when he was recently paroled. In 
1930 hé was sentenced to the Federal Peniten- 
tilary in Atlanta for automobile theft—a crime 
he repeated in St. Louis after his recent parole. 

Why did the Missouri Parole Board think 


- Harris was a safe risk? Whatever the reasons 


why the board thought ft, he. was not. William 
Harris, a repeated criminal and ex-convict on 
parole, went to a farm near Eminence and killed 
R.-N. Fansler, who had accused him of enticing 
away Fansler’s 15-year-old daughter, Lola, Har- 
ris shot and killed Fansler’s son. Homer, and 
Harris’ daughter, Barbara. He wounded two 
others, fired on a state highway patrolman, and 
fled to a remote mountain area where he was 
hunted by a posse with bloodhounds. Finally, 
he was shot and killed by pursuers.

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The Alleged Price Lag 


One ‘argument advanced by the Truman Ad- 
ministration against a general price freeze is 
based on the theory that retail prices lag behind 
wholesale prices. A freeze at any particular 
date, it is said, would penalize the. retailer, be- 


cause he would have to sell goods at a price ° 


which might not reflect a fair margin over the 
wholesale price om the date of the freeze. 

This theory will evoke hollow laughter from 
housewives who have seen food prices going up 
right before their eyes in recent days. It is 
quite clear that some retailers, at least, do not 
wait for higher wholesale prices to reach them. 
They will mark up an item while the customer 
is in the act of buying it. 

Even supposing that the theory of the price 
lag is valid in some lines, however, it does not 
represent an insuperable obstacle to effective 
price control... Congress could provide in any of 
several ways for avoiding injustice to retailers 
in the application of the price freeze. The main 
question is nét whether it could be done, but 
whether Congress wants to do it. 

The most interesting thing about the Adminis- 
tration argument against a freeze is that it as- 
sumes a steadily rising price level. Retailers 
are not going to be caught in a margin squeeze 
unless wholesale prices are steadily going up 
and steadily outpacing retail prices. 

But if it does turn out that wholesale prices 
maintain a constant upward push, then that will 
be the best possible reason for a general price 
and wage freeze. What does the Administration 
really expect? If it expects a leveling off of 
prices, then a congressional mandate for con- 
trols at a certain stage would never come into 
effect, and so the Administration has no reason 
to oppose it. If it expects a continued rise of 
prices, on the other hand, then that is grounds 
for imposing the congressional mandate. 

President Truman should have the authority 
to impose selective controls on particular com- 
modities which may get out of line, but he 
should not have a completely free hand in the 
imposition of general controls in the event of a 
general rise in the cost of living.

Surély, it is the 
least that his survivors can do to read what he 
wrote before his breakdown and to see how 
much benefit can be derived from his comments 
and criticisms.

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What Can We Afford? 


There was a time, not so long ago, when Amer- 
feans seriously debated whether our economy 
could sustain a Marshall Plan expenditure of 
18 billion dollars spread over five years. 

Congress is now in process of expanding our 
military expenditures from 14 billion to more 
than 32 billion—all for a single year—and no- 
body questions whether we can afford it. 

Five years ago most of us would have said 
we couldn’t afford a Marshall Plan for Asia— 
and that is where Communism has made its 
greatest strides. It is idle now to speculate 
whether history might have been changed by 
such an investment in peaceful reconstruction, 
but we should be willing to agree that expendi- 
tures for peace are always cheaper than expendi- 
tures for war.

Trouble in the AEC 


« Carroll Wilson’s resignation from his post as 
general manager of the Atomie Energy Com- 
mission is a matter the public ought to know 
more about than it does now. There should be 
an investigation of the resignation, if only to 
permit Mr. Wilson to state his case and present 
whatever supporting evidence he has. 

For Mr. Wilson’s guarded explanation of the 
reasons for his resignation, while indicating that 
the principal difficulty was a clash of personal- 
ity with AEC Chairman Gordon Dean, does raise 
some serious questions of administrative policy. 

Essentially, Mr. Wilson seems to feel that the 
commission was interfering too much in the ad- 
ministrative routine which he thinks ought to 
have been his province. Certainly, the commis- 
sion’s job should be to make policy, the gen- 
eral manager’s to put that policy into effect, but 
exactly where the dividing line should fall in 
any particular matter no outsider is in any posi- 
tion to determine.

Attitude of the federation, ex- 
pressed through its executive 
council, reflected a general feel- 
ing that the time has not yet ar- 
rived for all-out war controls, 
William Green, president of the 
AFL told the Post-Dispatch. 

In considering housing as _ its 
first topic growing out of the Ko- 
rean situation, the 15-member 
council said that* “some of the 
disastrous experiences in the war 
boom era should not be repeated” 
pointing out that wartime expan- 
sion of industrial areas ‘should 
provide incoming workers with 
adequate housing. The council 
reiterated the position of the AFL 
that rent controls should be con- 
tinued beyond their present date 
of expiration and that the rent 
control’ law should be amended 
to. permit recontrol of decon- 
trolled communities. 

Principle for Housing. 

In taking ‘its stand on housing, 
the countil acknowledged that re- 
quirements of Korean situa- 
tion may result cutbacks in 
some sectors of the civilian econ- 
omy. However, it took the posi- 
tion that items essential for an 
adequate standard of living should 
have precedence ‘over luxury 
goods and applied this principle 
to housing. 

Since the war, it stated, almost 
no housing has been built that 
low income families can afford 
and very little for families in the 
middle income group. It is there- 
fore most important that what- 
ever residential construction is 
permitted should be devoted pri- 
marily to meeting the housing 
needs of low and middie income 
families. 
-“The restricted housing pro- 
gram will produce dwellings al- 
most exclusively for higher in- 
come groups. The immediate 
results, in terms of conservation 
of materials and manpower, more- 
over, seem to have been nil.” 

In expressing its disappoint- 
ment over the President’s action, 
the council said the low-rent pub- 
lic housing program will be re- 
duced at least 25 per cent over 
the next six months and that the 
higher down payments now re- 
quired will make it difficult for 
families without large savings to 
obtain any new privately built 
housing. 3 

Offers Program. 

The council urged. that the en- 
tire national housing policy be 
reviewed, and offered its own 
four-point program. It called for: 

Review of entire construction 
program; limitation on those 
parts of construction industry 
utilizing unnecessary quantities 
of scarce materials needed for 
defense program. 

“No further cut-back in the 
low-rent public: housing pro- 
gram for low-income families.” 

Passage by Congress of the 
co-operative housing program 
for middle-income families 
which was defeated by a nar- 
row margin in the present ses- 
sion of Congress. 

“Instead of increasing down 
payment requirements for 
homes built under the FHA and 
VA programs, all classes or lux- 
ury housing should be directly 
prohibited. This will result in 
conserving building materials 
and manpower and at the same 
time will permit a more equit- 
able distribution of new hous- 
jng among the various income 

roups.” 

é Green said that the executive 
council, which in effect formu- 
lates the policies of the AFL, was 
unanimous in adopting its de- 
Glaration of policy on the national 
housing situation, based on a re~- 
port of a committee headed by 
Harry C. Bates, of the bricklayers

They 
need his philosophy and the 
spreading of a Christian doctrine 
more than we do, deep as is the 
need of all human beings to strive 
for brotherhood.

South didn’t even have the 
values for his opening bid, and 
so his rebids wete examples of 
compound optimism. In his fav- 
or, however, is the simple fact 
that West could have made three 
no-trump, for game and rubber, 
whereas the four-spade contract 
should have been a good “save.” 


West made his proper opening 
of the club four. (Experts do 
not lead the queen of partner’s 
suit if they have three or more.) 
East put up the ace and, though 
he might well have considered a 
shift to hearts, returned a-.low 
club to force declarer in trumps. 
South did ruff, and he then laid 
down the diamond king. 


East held up the diamond ace 
to make the establishment of the 
suit more difficult, and when 
South continued with the second 
diamond, East wof the trick with 
the jack, dummy having played 
low. South ruffed the club re- 
turn and now made the mistake 
of laying down the heart ace and 
ruffing a heart in dummy. After 
that, it did not do much good 
to establish the diamond suit on 
a ruff, because when he now 
led a trump toward dummy, West 
put up the ace and shortened 
dummy’s trumps by returning a 
heart. The consequence was that 
declarer went down two tricks 
for a 500-point penalty. 

If South had not released the 
heart ace, but had led a trump 
toward dummy at that point, he 
could have saved the important 
300-point trick. Diamonds would 
be established on one ruff, and 
the enemy would be held to two 
trump tricks, one diamond and 
one club.
